For spring break 2003, M.E. LAZerte sent fifteen 
students and teachers Ms. Russo and Ms. Boyd, to 
Spain. Mallory Garvey wrote this short account of 
the group’s experiences in Espana. 

Our first stop was Spain’s capital city, Madrid. Here 
we had the opportunity to see genuine works of art 
by Picasso, Dali and Goya. Another highlight of 
Madrid included our visit to the Royal Palace, 
which has over 2500 rooms.

From Seville, we traveled 
on to Torremolinos, on the Costa del Sol, where 
most of us saw the Mediterranean Sea for the first 
time. We then moved on to Granada. Here we 
toured the Alhambra, an Arabic palace built in the 
9th century as a palace and a fortress, and the 
scenic Generalife gardens surrounding it. The next 
day, we traveled to Valencia, where a tour of the 
city revealed to us fountains and cathedrals. We 
also sampled Spain’s national dish, paella.

After one day in Valencia, we went to Barcelona, 
a city of great cultural, artistic and architectural 
diversity. Our tour of the city included a stop in 
the Parque Guell, and the Sangrada Familia, 
created by the famous Catalan architect Antoni 
Gaudi. Each building and monument was a 
different masterpiece, combining modern art with 
traditional design of Spain. 

Our last destination in spain was a tourist city on 
the Costa Brava, Lloret del Mar, where we 
stayed for two days. We spent a day relaxing on 
the beach, and later that night went out for a 
night of dancing at one of the many clubs in the 
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town. For our last day in Spain we went 
shopping on a day trip to a town called Blanes. 
Our trip to Spain allowed us to live out our 
dreams and gave us new ones. We could see 
history with our own eyes, rather than reading it 
through someone else’s words in a textbook. In 
Spain, we forged lasting friendships and lasting 
memories. Our two weeks in Spain were much 
more than a vacation. It was a chance to experi- 
ence a different culture, a different language and 
a different way of life.
